Gomez Frightened a Cuban Town in 
Fine Fashion. 


REBELS ARE HAVING FUN 


They Are Destroying Property and 
Chasing Spaniards. 


INSURGENT FORCES WILL CONSOLIDATE 


Then It Is Very Likely That Havana 
Will Be Attacked—Reports of 
Spanish Victories. 


Baro,.Cuba, December 23, via Tampa, 


Fla., December 31.—At 9 o’clock this morn- 


ing the town of Roque was invaded by 
Maximo Gomez, Serafin Sanchez, Cayeto 
Alvaerez and Aguirre Nunez and Saures 
with 2,000 men, the majority of whom were 
on horseback, They did no great damage 
to the town and their depredations were 
limited almost entirely to taking a number 
of horses. They seized the flag on the 
town hall and set fire to a new but unoc- 
cupied wooden fort. They marched 
through all the streets of the town headed 
by the rebel flag, shouting ‘‘viva Cuba 
Libra man.” Later they entered a num- 
ber of stores, in some of which they paid 
for what they took, while others they loot- 
ed. They left with the mayor of the town 
three of their wounded, with an intimation 
that they must have close care and at- 
tention. Previous to reaching Roque Go- 
mez and his following had devastated the 
fields of the Espana sugar estate. They 
took on the estate and had with them at 
Roque two prisoners, alleged poisoners of 
wells. While on the way to Roque the 
rebels set fire to railway workshops on 
the line of the Cardenas and Jucaro 
ra‘lroad. Maximo Gomez, while at Roque, 
said that their men composed the van-

The 
expedition is to leave on a regular Alta- 
maha river steamer and be taken beyond 
Doboy and Altamaha sound, where a fili- 
bustering boat will be in readiness to re- 
ceive. them. Volunteers will be paid $100 
cash at the start and $100 a month for ser- 
vice, provided Cuba wins. They will be 
provided with arms and ammunition. 

The expedition is intended to land at 
Havana and join the Cubans in besieging 
the Spanish city. 

It is learned that several young men 
have already left Wayrross on one of the 
expeditions, and several more will leave 
here some time this week via the Altamaha 
river. 


DESPERATE FIGHTING. 


Dispatch from Madrid Gives the Span- | 
ish Victory. 

Madrid, December 31.—A dispatch from 
Havana to the Imparcial says: Colonel 
Perera, with 850 Spanish troops, made an 
attack upon Maximo Gomez at the head 
of a force vastly more numerous than that 
of the Spaniards, at Calimete. The in- 
surgents’ cavalry made a charge upon the 
square formed by the Spanish troops and 
for a time the situation of the Spaniards 
was critical. After three hours of fight- 
ing, however, Generals Navarro and Suarez 
with their commands arrived and the in- 
surgents retreated. The Spanish had nine 
men killed and sixty-three wounded.

THE NORTH AND EAST HAVE 
BLIZZARDS TO SPARE. 


Several Lives Lost and Much Damage 
to Property in Northern 
Cities. 

New York, December 31.—Considerable 
damage was caused by a storm last night

| FIGHTING FOR RECOGNITION. 


WHAT IS SAID IN WASHINGTON 
OF THE CUBAN WAR. 


Senator Bacon Left Last Night for His 
Home—He Has Attended All 
Meetings. 


Washington, D. C., December 31.—(Special, 
Ihe bold stand taken by Generals Gomez 
and Maceo in Cuba has naturally raised 
the query whether their aggressive posi- 
tion is not the result of the observation 
of the enthusiasm that has been aroused 
in the United States by the Venezuelan 
message of the president, they hoping that 
by some brilliant play they will be bene- 


fited of it. 

But defying all, Generals Gomez and 
Maceo have come out into the open field, 
causing surprise and apprehension along 
the Spanish line. By this bold move the 
insurgents have gained many friends and 
have excited new sympathy. In the United 
States, especially their sympathizers, stir- 
red by the Venezuelan question, are hoping 
for aid in some way from this govern- 
ment. Although the Venezuelan question 
has for the time overshadowed the Cuban 
question, yet it is thought the agitation 
on the former can but ultimately benefit 
Cuba. Cuba is a part of this hemisphere 
and can but share in the prosperity which. 
will result in aid being extended by the 
United States to a sister republic on this 
continent. 

. ‘Spanish oppression on the island south 
of us,’ said a well Known comgressman, is 
as distasteful to the Kkberty loving citizens of 
Our country as English interference in 
Venezuela, and sympathy and aid should 
be extended to Cuba as quickly as. to the , 
Venezuelans. The friends of the Cuban 
insurgents therefore see much encourage- 
ment in the president’s words in his recent 
message and in the enthusiasm which it 
has stirred up. This is evidently the cause 
of tne determined stand recently assumed 
by the Cuban generals, and even if the 
present advance should not result in di- 
rect triumph on the field it can have but 
an inspiring effect for the Cuban cause 
every where. 

As to the President’s Message. 

“The president’s message,’’ continued the 
speaker, “‘in regard to the Venezuelan dif- 
ficulty has brought up the question why 
he singled out Venezuela as the subject of 
his patriotic appeal rather than Cuba, the 
latter country in many respects being of 
more concern to us, and the Cuban cause 
perhaps being in greater need of some 
friendly office on the part of the United 
States. It is, therefore, wondered at by 
Cuban sympathizers, as well, perhaps, as 
by others, that the -president did not se- 
lect Cuba as his subject. Venezuela’s case 
was good, but it was still open to arbitra- 
tion; but Cuba’s had passed into the field 
of open warfare and possesses so many 
points similar to our own struggle for in- 
dependence that it has tofiched our sym- 
pathies at every point. 

“The friends of Mr. Cleveland say his ac- 
tion is justified if for no other reason on 
account of the size and importance of the 
two European powers involved; the one a 
third-rate and decaying empire, the other 
our own size and of our own importance. 
That it was better for. Mr. Cleveland to 
speak to England; the message carries 
more weight; it leaves nothing uncertain 
as to what the United States thinks of 
herself, or where she stands among the 
nations of the world. But the question 
comes to me: ‘What of Cuba.’ ”’

WARSHIP TEXAS NOT EFFICIENT 


Secretary Herbert Gave Out the Of-. 
ficial Statement Yesterday. 
Washington, December 31.—Secretary Her- 
bert today gave out a formal statement 
concerning the result of the recent official 
inspection of the second-class battleship 
Texas, the véssel built by the government 
at the Norfolk navy yard. Tae statement 
Was submitted to the president at the 
cabinet meeting by Mr. Herbert before be- 
ing made public. The prepared statement 

reads as follows: 

“The inspection board has spent several 
days On the Texas, carefully investigating 
the vessel herself, the machinery, guns, 
etc. They reconrmend quite a number of 
changes and improvements. Among others 
that docking keels be fitted on each side, 
such as are now provided for in all new 
battleships; that various bracket plates 
be stiffened when a convenient opportunity 
occurs; that additional watertight doors 
be fitted to facilitate communication bhe- 
tween firerooms and in passing coal from 
one side of the ship to the other. The 
feed pumps are not efficient. They also 
recommend various changes in the piping 
so that any pump can supply any boiler. 
The packing in the joints of the hydraulic 
appliances having deteriorated; they leaked 
so that it was impossible to maintain the 
necessary pressure to operate the twelve- 
inch guns in the turrets. In the hydraulic

Did Yesterday. 


SEVERAL VERY WARM DEBATES 


Financial Question Was Dragged in 
by Mitchell—Sherman’s Resolu- 
tion for Friday. 


Washington, Desember 31.—AlthSugh the 
fmancial question was noi directly before 
the senate today for consideration, all the 
paims discussed had reference to that 
burning subject. In a speech in support of 
the resolution tending to an additional 
rate of duty on raw wool Mr. Mitchell, 
republican, of Oregon, drifted into the 
stormy waters of finance and argued that 
if the secretary of the treasury had ex- 
ercised the discretion vested in him and 
redeemed greenbacks and treasury notes 
either in gold coin or in silver coin as 
might be most convenient that wovld have

put a stop to the redemption of euch 


motes. 

When Mr. Hill asserted, apropos of that 
‘ argument, that ever since 1879 it had been 
the custom of all the secretaries of the 
treasury to redeem greénbacks in gold, 
the statement was vontradicted by Mr. 
Cockrell, who stated that such redemption 
began dn October, 1891—never hefore—and 


added that Senator Sherman had offered 


an amendment in the senate to redeem, 
retire and camcel greaabacks with silver 
doliars, amd that Secretary Carlisle had 
stated before the house committee on ap- 
propriations in January, 15%, that if, in 
the beginning, the secretary of the treas- 
ury had exercised his discretion of pay- 
ing these notes either in gold or silver at 
his convenience it would nave operated 
well and been of great benefit. 

Mr. Cockrell repeated with great posi- 
tiveness that no secretary of the treasury 
had ever until October, 1891, yielded the 
option to the holders of United States 
notes to require payment in gold, regard- 
less of consequences. 

After speeches by Mr. Mitchell and Mr. 
Nelson, republican, of ‘Minnesota, the reso- 
lution as to additional rate of duty on 
raw wool was referred to the committee 
on finance. 

Mr. Perkins, republican, of California, 
offered a resolution with a long string of 
‘“whereases,’’ instructing the finance com- 
mittee to report an amendment to the 
house revenue bill providing for an ad- 
ditional duty on raw sugar equal to the 
proposed increase on ather articles and 
asked for its immediate consideration.

Threat of the Proprietors of Small 


Saloons in Macon. 


IF HIGH LICENSE PREVAILS 


They Say They Will Work Up a Pro- 
hibition Election and Shut Up 
e the Large Saloons. 


Macon, Ga., December 31.—(Spectal.)— 
The city charter forbids aldermen or 
commissioners selling supplies to the city 
or making contracts with the city. This 
provision of the charter has not been close 
ly observed the past two years. 

Tonight at a council meeting Mr. Price, 
the new mayor, gave notice that he would 
approve no bills made in violation of the 
charter. 

The principal matter of interest at the 
council meeting tonight was the reading 
of the business license tax ordinance for 
the vear 1896. There were no very material 
changes except on licence for liquor deal- 
ers. The license on barrooms was increased 
from $150 per annum to $500; wholesale 
dealers from $100 to $200; beer saloons from 
$65 to $200; druggists selling wines or 
liquors on physicians prescriptions raised 
from $30 to $250. 

The increase in the barroom license has 
caused great excitement among the liquor 
men and they expect to make a vigorous 
fight against the increase. 

The license ordinance was only read the 
first time tonight. It will be put on its 
passage next Tuesday night. Some of the 
aldermen favor a license of $200 instead 
of $500. Many of the barroom keepers say 


4 a $500 license will drive them out of busi- 


ness.and many a small grocery store 
which is run in connection with a barroom, 
will have to close doors. They assert that 
there are more violations of law in high- 
toned places than there are in the humble 
saloons: Some of the barkeepers assert to- 
night that if the license is increased to 
$500, they will sign a petition to the ordina- 
ry to call a prohibition election and will 
work and vote for prohibition. They say 
they will thus retaliate on those rich 
whisky men who are seeking to crowd them 


out of business in order to get a monopoly 


of the trade. 

The license on brokers, meaning cotton 
options or futures, was raised from §lWw 
to $250. License on poolrooms, where poois 
are sold on races was reduced from $5,vUW0 
$1,500. The former figure was prohibitory, 
but at $1,500 it is possible one pool room will 
be established. 

Interventions Filed. _ 

In the United States court intervgntions 
have been filed by S. T. Lofley dnd A. 
Haslip, of Macon county, against the re- 
ceivers of the Central railroad for $350 each. 
They claim that on July 26, 1895, each 
shipped from Oglethorpe to Aibany, N. Y., 
a carload of fruit. Whiile in transit, the 
Central sold the fruit in Atlanta without 
the knowledge or consent of the shippers, 
and at the time of the sale the fruit Was 
worth $350 per car at Alvany. 

The Coroner’s Election. 

The managers of the different precincts 
at yesterday’s special election four. coroner 
met at the courthouse today to consoli- 
date the vote. There were only 554 votes 
cast in a total registered .vote of 1,40. 
Jerry Hollis was elected coroner, receiving 
215 votes. There were eleven candidates.

STRICKEN WITH PARALYSIS. 


———— 


AN OLD ASSAYER IN A CRITICAL 
CONDITION. 


Employed at the Dahlonega Mint Six- 
ty Years Ayo—Rome’s New 
: Mill. 


Rome, Ga., December 31.—(Special.)}— 
Probably the oldest assayer in the United 
States is slowly passing away at 
home in this city. 

Captain I. L. Todd has been stricken 
with partial paralysis and on account of 
hfs extreme age, he is not expected to 
live many days. He is in his eighty-first 
year, and his career is remarkable in the 
fact that he has never held but two posi- 
tions in ali his long life, one as assayer 
in the United States mint at Dahlonega 
and the other as a conductor on the old 
Rome railroad. 

He was born in Carlisle, Pa., in 1814, and 
received a liberal education, becoming’ so 
expert in mineralogy that at the age of 
twenty-three years he was assigned to the 
responsible position of assayer of the mint 
at Dahlonega, when it was first opened 
there, in 1835. He retained that position 
under the successive administrations of 
Andrew Jackson, Van Buren, Harrison, 
Tyler, Polk, Taylor, Fillmore, Pierce and 
Buchanan, a term unprecedented in the 
oe of an officer holding a similar posi- 

on, 

For twenty-five years he superintended 
the issuing of the golden eagles during the 
period when the mint at Dahlonega was 
the iargest in the union, and Georgia led 
the states in the production of gold, up to 
the discoveries in California,. in 1849. 


A Speculation. 
When gold was discovered in California 
Captain Todd furnished quite a number of 


miners with outfits on speculation, ‘“‘stak- 


ing’’ them, as it, was termed, they to give 
him half their earnings. Some of them 
carried out their contracts and others did 
not, but he managed to make a very good 
thing out of it. 

When the war broke out, of course, oper- 
ations at the mint were s fided, and 
the gold mining business went down never 
to assume its former importance again. 
Captain Todd had entered into a rtner- 
ship with a man named Baird in the com- 
mission business here in Rome, and he 
removed to this place when the mint was 
closed, in 1860. 

His Second Job. 

Captain Todd secured a position as 
conductof on the old: Rome railroad when 
that was opened, and he retained that po- 
sitien for twenty years, until the infirmi- 
ties of age enforced his retirement from 
active life. Since that time he has re- 
sided here in retirement and is one of the 
most highly esteemed citizens of Rone. 

He has held his own very well until 
recently, but this last attack, it is feared, 
will carry the old gentleman off, though 
he is resting easily today. 

He. has but two children, both sons—L. A. 
Todd, a leading grocer, and C. A. Todd,

Many exhibitors nave al- 
ready begyn the work of packing ur and it 
will be only a short time that will be re- 
cuirmd until most of the work hps been 
acecmplished. 

The exhibitors are entirely’ satisfied 
with the suecess of the exposition and 
will leave with the best of impressions as 
to the good that will result to the states 
or countries which they represented. They 
claim that the advertisement given by. the 
exhibits has reached nearly a million peo- 
ple and in this manner the reseurces and 
‘industries of the oruntriets have been 
placed before the attention of the people 
generally. Many ‘exhibitors have ziven 
away handsome advertising matter and 
the lithorvraphs were carried home as 
souvenirs of th? exposition.

There were those who said that only half 
fare should be charged. It was said also 
that the exposition company had decided 
to lease out the grounds after the close 
and that a price of 25 cents would be 
charged. 

These, howeyer, proved to be false and 
the final arrangements of the executive 
committee left with Mr. Collier the ar- 
thority to decide in the matter. 

It is the opinion of the president that it 
will be best to charge full fare. During the 
season it is expected that there will be a 
number of northern tourists in the city. 
These will all visit the grounds and it is 
expected that quite a sum will still be 
realized at the gate. Hereafter only one 
pay gate and one pass gate will be open. 

Kick Against Closing. 

Nearly all of the buildings at tne, exposi- 
tion will be closed during the coming week 
to protect the exhibitors who will be pacK- 
ing. No admittance will be allowed to the 
government building. As to the manufac- 
tures hall it is possible that some arrange- 
ment will be made for keeping this open in 
deference to'the wishes of the “foreign ex- 
hibitors.

Liverpool was active 
and decidedly higher under the stimulus 

Manchester’s improvement. Interior re- 
ceipts were lighter, and are not likely to 
be over 65,000 bales this week, against 
140,180 last week. A bond issue is believed 
to have been practically decided upon, and 
there were rumors that we would shortly 
import gold for Europe. There was no 
pressure to sell. Spot prices here and at 
the south were \%ec up. Futures here ad- 
vanced 17 to 18 points, and closed steady; 
sales 200,400. Liverpool advanced to 8% 
points, and closed firm at a net rise of 6% 
to 7 points. Spot sales there were 2,000 
bales, at an advance of 1-32d. Port re- 
ceipts were 38,345 versus 34,766 last year.

The Cereal Situation. 

From The New York Stockholder.

The present season is proving ’ 
exception to the usual state of affairs which 
prevails in the grain markets during the 
holidays that occur around the last of the 
year. Speculative activity is reduced to a 
minimum, and values are quiescent. It does 
not follow that there will be any decided 
movement in prices after the first of the 
year, however, for the only new develop- 
ment recently, the disturbance in finan- 
cial matters, is not calculated to help the 
situation, and the outlook is for a traders 
market for some time to come. The re- 
ceipts of wheat have fallen off consider- 


ably, as was expected during ‘the holiday 


season, but the trade is very much in doubt 
about the movement after the first, of the 
rear. 

’ There has been nothing to the movement 
of spring wheat so far as to indicate ex- 
haustion of supplies in the country, and 
no extraordinary falling off in receipts need 
be expected, although a qnoderate cecrease 
should occur in the ordinary course of 
events. Some of the northwestern millers 
claim that all of the surplus wheat remain- 
ing in that section of the country will be 
needed by the local mills to supply the 
large demand for flour. Whether this is 
true or not would be of more importance 
if one could know how much flour would 
be required from there. The receipts of 
spring wheat have been very large so far 
this season, and there is every reason to 
belicve they will continue+relatively large. 
The most important point is in regard to 
the probable requirements from that sec- 
tion of the country for export and to sup- 
plement the short supply of winter wheat. 
The large premium on winter wheat is 
maintained without any appreciable effect 
on the volume of fresh supplies from the 
country; but theorize as much as we will 
about the probable effect of the shortage 
in winter wheat, the fact remains that at 
present the supply of breadstuffs in this 
country is fully equal to the demand, and 
there must be some change in this condi- 
tion to Cause any permanent advance in 
prices before March. 

The estimate of a western crop reporter 
that the amount of wheat still in farmers’ 
hands is 235,000,000 bushels, against 207,000,- 
000 bushels one year ago, and that the avail- 
able surplus for export during the coming 
six months is 70,000,000 bushels, leaving re- 
serves on July ist next the same as at the 
beginning of this cfop season, is regarded 
as a very full estimate, but there is less 
disposition to criticise it on this account, 
because the decided tendency to underes- 
timate the supplies in the past few years. 
The increase in the visible supply of 2,560,- 
000 bushels according to the regular report 
to the exchanges, and of 3,636,000 bushels 
according to Bradstreet’s statement of 
stocks east of the Rocky mountains, pre- 
sents the most unfavorable feature in the 
situation. During the past five years the 
visible supply figures have reached their 
maximum between the ist and the 20th of 
Seamuary, and in ttié majority of cases in 
the new year marked the turning point. 
The holiday season usually marks a per- 
manent falling off in receipts in the north- 
west, and it is to be hoped this year will 
prove no exception to the general rule.

Until 6:30 o'clock last night there were 
strong indications that after midnight Pied- 


‘mont park and all the wealth contained 


therein would be left without protection, 


fire or patrol. 

It was a dark picture. Insurance policies 
had expired. The city was full. of expert 
thieves. No provision whatever, either by 
appropriation or other arrangement had 
been matie for a continuation of the branch 
fire and police departments at the grounds 
after the dawn of the New Year. 

The situation had been gravely compli- 
cated by an interview in the afternoon 
paper with Mayor King in which he was 
made to say that unless the exposition 
company paid for it, it would receive no 
further protection from the fire and police 
departments, as there was no fund and 
no provision for any such protection ‘after 
the close of the fair. This interview was 
given the color of sensationalism by some 
other statements, credited to the mayor, to 
the effect that he had not received the 
proper consideration, personally, from the 
exposition. Mayor King stated, however, 
as grounds for ‘his action, the lack of funds 
to further continue the service. 

When the police board met yesterday af- 
ternoon it had the situation to face—not a 
very pleasant one. An executive session 
Was held In that session it was decided 
that immediate action was necessary. A 
committee consisting of Mr. Henry H. 
Cabaniss, Mr. W. A. Hemphill, Mr. E. P. 
Chamberlin, Mr. T.-B. Neal, Mr. W. J. 
Northen and Mr. C..E. Harmon was ap- 
pointed to see the mayor at once and ar- 
range for a continuation of the fire and 
police protection at the grounds. 

It was discussed at some length and 
Was shown that unless this was done the 
consequences might be very grave. The 
buildings were of light and inflammable 
material, and a conflagration 6nce started 
would inevitably result in great destruction. 
With the fire department in the city there 
was no safety to the wuildings. More 
than that, the vast amouat of wealth con- 
tained in the exhibits at the grounds would 
be practicaliy at the mercy of the army 
of thieves which has’ been rendezvousing 
here for a long while. 

The committee telephoned to Mayor 
King’s office and found him. He waited 
until they could travel from the exposition 
Srounds. to his office, and there they had a 
conference, during which all the ground 
was gone over and many things explained 
} to the satisfaction of all concerned. As a 
result of that conference the two com- 
munications presented above were issued. 

‘Some things that had not been thorough- 
ly understood were explained,” said Mr. 
E. P. Chamberlin, in speaking of the mat- 
ter last night, “and all sides were brought 
to a thorough understanding and appreci- 
ation of the situation.

A Sketch of Mr. Jacobs’s Life—List 
of the Pallbearers and Hon- 
orary Escort. 


The death of Mr. Gabriel Jacobs, which 
was briefly announced in The Constitution 
yesterday morning, occasions profound sor- 
row among his countless friends and ad- 
mirers in this city.

Found a Witness at Last. 

The next time he ws arraigned was about 
two years ago. The case came to light un- 
expectedly, and it proved to be a conclusive 
one. Detectives Loony and Cason had 
charge of the prosecution, and by securing 
the evidence of a young woman victim 
against him, Gardner was finally convicted 
of the technical charge of assault with in- 
tent to murder, in that he performed a 
criminal operation on the young woman. 

The Woman in a Negro House. 

The facts “of the case were these: One 
night in the winter of ’93-94 Dr. Wright, 
the well-known physician, was called to 
attend a sick white woman at a house in 
the southern section of the city known as 
Pittsburg. He was called up late~in the 
night by a negro who seemed very much 
frightened at the condition of the sick wo- 
man, telling the physician that she needed 
attention quick. Dr. Wright did not know. 
who the patient was until he reached the 
negro’s house and wasthere greatly sur- 
prised to find a young woman delicately 


for/her, at the same time endeavoring to 
ascertain why she came to be in the house 
and who had been treating her. 

The Katie McCune Case. 

Dr. Wright saw at a glance that a crim- 
inal operation had been performed, and he 
sent for Detectives Looney and Cason the 
Same night. The woman was unconscious 
and suffered too much to talk that night, 
and it was on that account the negroes 
sent'for Dr: Wright, she being unable to 
tell the darky who was attending her, 
The next morning’ the officers talked to 
the young woman:and learned from her, 
after much persuasion, that Dr. Gardner 
had sent her to the house. She broke down 
and told the officers how she had been treat- 
ed by the physician and also told the name 
of the man who caused her to be put under 
the physician’s care. / 3 

She Consented To Testify. 

The woman consented to testify against 
Gardner and the young man, and told the 
detectives where her offspring had been 
buried in the yard of the negro family at 
whose house she was found by Dr. Wright. 
The remains of the infant were unearthed 
and placed in alcohol by Undertaker Pat- 
terson and used as evidence in the trial. 
While the case against Gardner was pend- 
ing the young man was arrested for caus- 
ing the woman’s downfall, and he was 
‘confined in jail for some: time awaiting 
trial. During the time he and the girl were 
married in jail and the case against Hol- 
lingsworth was nol-prossed on that ac- 
count. 

Had Served Twenty-One Months. 

Gardner was tried before Judge Richard 
Clark during the spring term of ’94, and af- 
ter a hard legal battle he was finally con- 
victed. He was sentenced to a term of 
three years in the penitentiary, and began 
to serve his sentence on March 29, 1894. 
He had almost served twenty-one months 
“of rhererrente when paruoned, giving him 
fifteen months of freedom and a removal of 
a felon’s disabilities. 


DROPPED DEAD.

HEAVY GAIN IN CLEARINGS 


All the Bankers Feel That the Coming 
Year Will Be a Good One in 
Atlanta. 


The volume of business done by the 
banks in the Atlanta Clearing House As- 
sociation increased 13 per cent last year 
over the preceding year. 

This igs a very fair index of the increase 
in tho general volume of business. The 
clearing house is a goog business barome- 
ter. 

Yesterday Mr. Darwin Jones, the man- 
ager of the clearing house, added up the 
clearings for the twelve months of 15% 
and found that the total was $65,315,254.31 
as against $56,589,228.04 for 1894. This was 
an increase of $8,729,026. 

The bankers have noted tke growth of 
business from day to day. The membecss 
of the’ association are ten in all, as fol- 
lows: The Atlanta Naticnal, Lowry, Capi- 
tal City, Atlanta Trust and Banking Com- 
pany, Merchants’, American Trust and 
Panking, Maddox-Rucker, Neal Loan, Fi- 
delity Banking and Trust and the State 
Savings. These are solid institutions and 
their daily transactions are large. For 
the year 1895 the total cleacings are heavier 
than they have ever been, although 189i 
was $4,200,000 less than 1893 The figures 
for the three years are:

Vecember, 1895, was the greatest month 
in the history of the association, tae

The high- 
est week the association has had was the 
one ending Noveniber 19th, when the 
amount ran up to $2,034,384.99. | 

The largest amount for any one day was 
November 5, 1894, when it was $446,418.60. 
On October 14, 1895, the clearances reached 
Within $4,000 of this sum. 

Atlanta’s clearance$ are only the exact 
amount of the «checks brought into the 
clearing house, whereas some cities, to 
make a big showing, double this sum. The 
Constitution teld some time ago of the in- 
crease in deposits at all the Atlanta banks. 
This was attributed in great measure to 
the exposition. And the exposition is cred- 
ited with being the cause of much of this 
increase in the clearings for the year. 

To the bankérs, the outlook for the com- 
ing. year, €o far as Atlanta is concerned, 
is bright. Money appears to be plentiful 
here. Some of it may be withdrawn by 
pecple going away, but this is not ea- 
pected to materially reduce the deposits. 
All the bankers are gratified at the outlook 
for business in this city.

THE NEWS OF THE COURTS 


Several Applications for Charters 
Were Filed in the Office of Clerk 
of the Superior Court. 


A rather sensational petition was iiled 
in the clerk’s office yesterday afternoon by 
the attorneys of the. Southern Redistilling 


and Rectifying Company, limited. 

‘The petition, which consists of many 
closely typewritten pages, States that the 
firm of 8S. Marks & Co., located on Decatur 
street, and which was closed by Sherif 
Barnes several days ago, owed the peti- 
tioners quite a large sum of money for 
the stock of goods which had been pur- 
chased. The second paragraph of the peti- 
tion alleges that the mortgages made by 
the firm were fraudulently given and the 
assignment was made for the purpose of 
defrauding thé petitioners of the amount 
of money that was due them. 

The Southern Redistilling and Rectifying 
Company is composed of J. H. Hargroye 
& Co., L. A. Scharff, Milhalowitch, Fletch- 
er Company, Bernheim Brothers & Co,, 
Elliott, Ottenheimer & Elliott, Roberts, 
Klee & Lambton, and Crane & Ramey 
Company. All of the firms composing the 
company. are non-residents, but claim that 
they were due the amount of nearly $5,000 
by the firm of 8. Marks & Co., of Atlanta. 

The petitioners pray the court that the 
mortgages filed in favor of the Capital 
City bank be set aside and that a receiver 
be appointed to manage the business, They 
also ask that Sheriff Barnes, who closed 
the house, be.made a party to the petition 
and that he be enjoined from disposing of 
any of the goods. In the petition it is 
alleged that an invoice of goods was ship- 
ped S. Marks & Co., on December Mth, 
but a representative of the company, hav- 
ing inspected the stock, finds but about 
$15 worth of the stock on hand, Fraud is 
claimed by the petitioners and they ask 
for the appointment of a receiver and that 
‘none of the goods be removed from the 
storé until the matter is investigated by 
the courts.

Accompanying .Mrs. Carroll were iMrs. 
W. Y. Atkinson, Mnrs. G. R. Glen, 
Loulie M. Gordon, Mrs. Porter King, 
W.° A. Hemphill, Mrs, P. J.. Moran, 
W. G. Holtenberg, Mrs. Green, of 
ginta; Mr. and Mrs. Graybill, of New York; 
Dr. and Mrs. Barnett, of Atlanta; Dr. and 
Mrs. Strickler and many other prominent 
p2ople. After an earnest prayer for uni- 
versal peace by Dr. Barnett the bell was 
rung first in ‘honor of Missouri and then 
in honor of Georgia, then in honor of St. 
Louis and Atlanta, and then in honor of 
Kentucky, Virginia and Tennessee, and 
the centennial celebration there, then in 
honor of all the ‘states and territories, 
then in honor of the president of the 
United States, Queen Victoria and all of 


Armenia and Spain. 

Mr. Knapp, the keeper of the bell, then 
made a short introductory speech, show- 
ing how the material for the bell had been 
gathered together. Among vther things 
the bell contains John C. Calhoun’s silver 
spoon, hinges from the door of Abraham 
Linecdiys house iat Springfield, George 
Washington’s sirveying chain, Thomas 
Jefferson’s copper kettle, Whittier’s pen, 
250,000 pennies sent by little children from 
all parts of the world, besides thousands 
of family relics, weddimg rings and silver 
cups of little children. Mr. Knapp stated 
that the purpose of those who had origi- 
nated the idea of the Columbian peace bell 
was that it should embody in alli of these 
relics that the people have contributed the 
idea of a universal offering of peace and 
that every tone 
gest good will on earth and peace to men. 

Commissioner Glen, who represented 
Governor Atkinson, was then introduced 
and made the following short address: 

“Ladies and Gentlemen—I come in behalf 
of the governor of the state of Georgia to 
welcome this fair visitor from our sister 
: Missouri. It is altogether an ap- 
propriate Suggestion that this peace beil 
Should be rung in honor of this fair visi- 
tor, who represents in herself the highest 
and best ideals of southern woman. I am 
glad that the history of this bell is so 
Closely associated with the names of all 
these fair women, who represent so many 
States of this unbon at this magnificent ex- 
position in Atlanta. [ am not sure, after 
all, that the growing sentiment of peace 
among all civilized countries is not due 
more to the influence of woman, who 
raises ther peaceful hands in protest 
against all*the atrocities and hurrors of 
war, than to all other influences combined. 
This gracious and womanly teaching of 
our mothers is gradually crystallizing all 
the creeds of the world into one faith in 
the fathenhood of God and the - brother- 
hood of man. This growing belief in the 
universal fatherhood of God and the uni- 
versal brotherhood of man is after all the 
doctrine that will lead to a universal 
peace; and here is a doctrine, my friénds, 
that is profunder in its philosophy and 
grander in its meaning than any form of 
the Monroe doctrine, that fixes the physi- 
I yieid 
to no man in my loyalty to all the doc- 
trines that are embodied in our constitu- 
tien and that have been embodied in the 
teachings of our great men from the be- 
ginning of our government down to the 
present hour; but I insist upon it, that the 
doctrine that is embodied in the idea that 
this bell represents is a ductrine of wider 
Significance, not only to our own people, 
but to all the nations of this earth, than 
any mere provincial or national teaching 
that any government might promulgate. [I 
am glad that the idea of this Peace bell 
is an American idea; timt American wo- 
men have’ contributed to it so many 
treasures that to them have a price far 
above rubies. I am glad that these Ameri- 
can women are planning to send this bell 
all over the world to ring out its message 
of peace and good wil] to all the nations 
of the earth. These American women to- 
day have rung the message of peace to 
struggling Cuba, to suffering Armenia, to 
Venezuela, demanding only a peaceful ar- 
bitration to settle the disputed claims to 
her own § territory. These American 
mothers and sisters and.wiveg who under- 
stand many of them from personal experi- 
ence that war in whatever shape it may 
come is ‘fierce as the furies and horrible 
as hell,’ say to all the world in the tones 
of this'bell that the time has come for. a 
universal peace; that the world has grown 
too old for international strife. Let the 
bell go ringimg its peaceful tomes to all 
the earth; let it go preaching its gospel 
of peace and good will to mem until every- 
where the spear shall be changed to a 
pruning hook and the sword shall be 
converted into a plowshare. If these gifts 
from so many of our fellow country wo- 
men and this Columbian Peace bell can 
help to hasten the day of a’*universa] 
peace, then, indeed, my country women, 
the comtributions of your treasure will 
have served the noblest purpose that the 
jewels of womanhovud can serve in bring- 
ing a universal blessing to mankind.”’ 

After Mr. Glen’s address Mrs. Carroll 
delivered the following graceful reply: 

“Ladies and Gentlemen—I am thankful 
to the Almighty that I am an American 
woman, and here with you on this oc- 
casion so fraught with unusualness of in- 
ception and uniqueness of design.

CHARLESTON’S RAH-RAHS. 


Mischievous Little Negro Chimney- 
Sweeps and Their Curious Life. 


From The New York Tribune. 

“Speaking of city-bred: boys who gain a 
livelihood by doing odd jobs here and 
there, the little chimney sweeps in Chariles- 
ton are interesting,” said a woman who 
spent last winter in that conservative old 
town. ‘From continually shoving their way 
up and down the narrow flues their clothes 
become one mass of shreds and tatters, to 
which the soot clings obstinately. I saw a 
number of them dancing Hike imps of dark- 
ness on a street corner one afternoon. 
They were inky-black from head to Neel, 
the soot clinging even to their eyebrows.”’ 

“Don’t the people burn coal in Charies- 
ton?’ 

“Oh, yes. But a great many won't near 
of using anything but wood in their slee 
ing rooms, and the big two-story bric 
kitchens belonging to the houses, originally 
built to accommodate an army of slaves, 
but now occupied by families of more or 
less: irresporsible negroes, 
fireplaces in which wood, usually light- 
wood, is burned. The law requires at 
each of these chimneys sh be swept at 
least once a month. The cfty is divided 
into districts, each district leased out to a 
contractor, who engages to attend fo the 


/ sweeping, and he in turn hires the small 
black sweeps, who can easily get up and | 


down the chimneys to clean them. I think 


| 10 cents a story is the charge for sweeping 


a chimney.” 

“Anything, nothing, according to their 
need or the inclination of the contractor. 
They make a living, such as it is, and that 
is all they expect. They don’t work all 
day, and as they are full of mischief they 
generally give the contractcur plenty of 
occupation in looking after them. They 
play truant, and all sorts of fantastic tricks 
and frequntly stop more than once on the 
way to some appointment to have a jig 
or breakdown in the street or some vacant 
lot. The contractor treats them well, be- 
cause the office of a sweep not being in 
high repute, or much sought after, he finds 
it difficult to secure employes.” 

“How do they clean the fines?’ 

“They have a short handled brush, not 
unlike a hearth brush, only it has bristles 
on both sides, and a three-cornered iron 
scraper. They rest their feet on the pro- 
uneven bricks on either side of 
the chimney and climb up in that way. It 
is part of their duty to sing when they 
get up to the top.” 

“To sing?’ 

‘“‘Yes, in order to show that they have 
gone all the way up. They have a peculiar 
rhythmic cry, Which they repeat over and 
over: ‘Rah-r-a-h, rah-r-a-h! People in the 
neighborhood go to the windows when they 
hear this cry to see the sweep. Grotesque 
enough he looks, with half his body pro- 
truding from the chimney: a black goblin 
up among the roofs, an army of dislodged 
bets and chimney swallows fluttering about 
his head. 

‘‘‘Rah-rahs.’ the children call them, and 
many timid little ones are afraid of them, 
thinking them something uncanny. 

“Tt is a famous trick with these little 
imps to brush up against pedestrians in 
the most unseemly way in the world, doing 
it purposely, so a# to soil their clothing, 
Thev walk along calessly, to all appear- 
ance, with their heads turned around be- 
hind them, and then are all apologies when 
the collision they designed takes place. 

‘There was quite an excitement one day 
in a house in our neighborhood,-A sweep 
got stuck fast in the chimney and could 
neither move up nor down, The contractor 
thoucht he was fooling at first, but after- 
ward a bricklayer was sent for and a hole 
made in the chrmney, through which the 
little prisoner escaped from his irksome po- 


sition.
